BUMPER COTTON CROP IN INDIA. 


London, Feb. 2A—India promises to 
have a bumper cotton crop this "season. 
The latest estimate places the area 
under cotton at 23.908,000 acres,, or 
1.000.000 acres ahead of last year's 
figures, which means an Increase of 
14 per cent. On the other hand the 
total outturn la expected to reach 
4.900.000 bales ~of 400 pounds each, 
against 4.100.000 hales last season The 
Increase here -4a 15 per cent. 

The latest report on the crop In tho 
Punjab la particularly gratifying. It 
shows the area sown as 1.799.100 acres, 
being 15 per cent more than.last year. 
The yield Is estimated at 490,051 hales 
of cleaned cotton, compared with 297.-

ing forecast last year. In the native 
states the area returned as under cot¬ 
ton la 236,800 acres, an Increase of #4 
per cent.
